House Passes Bill 
To Curb Political 
Acts of Employes 


Hatch Measure Put* 'Teeth* 


Back in Law Following 
Stubborn Debate; Now 
Before Senate 


Some Exemptions 


Chamber Agrees to Some 


Exemptions; Ban Relief 
Money 


Washington, July 21 UP)—The 


Hatch bill to curb, political activ- 
ities of federal officials won House 
approval last night after a long, 
boisterous session in which a Re- 
publican-Democratic coalition de- 
feated stubborn attempts to mod- 
ify its language. 


The measure, passed by a vote 


of 242 to 133, goes back to the 
Senate for acceptance of minor 
amendments. Senator Hatch (D., 
N. M.), its author, predicted this 
would be forthcoming quickly. 


As weary legislators left the 


capitol in a drizzling rain, Hatch, 
who had remained to hear all the 
acrimonious House debate, told 
reporters: 


"The purpose of the bill is to 


prevent office, holders going to 
political conventions as delegates. 
It is not intended to limit the 
right of a person to express his 
political opinion, but only to pre- 
vent the average office holder not 
already covered by the civil ser- 
vice from going put and manag- 
ing or engaging in my campaign 
or anybody else's.'^ 


Final Vote 


The final vote found all the Re- 


publicans present—157—joining 83 
Democrats and 2 Progressives in 
support of the measure. Voting 
against it were 132 Democrats 
and the sole American-Laborite. 
The House, nullified a revision 


proposed by its judiciary commit- 
tee after President Roosevelt had 
called the original Senate bill 
;;porly drawn. Hatch had con- 
tended, however, that the commit- 
tee draft would emasculate the 
bill.

Police Commissioners. Office En- 
trott will retire on a pension of 
51,020,- which is half the amount 
of his present pay.' 


The retirement of Officer En- 
trott leaves three vacancies in the 
police department. The other two 
vacancies were caused by the 
death of Officer Ralph H. Stewart 
and the retirement on a pension 
of Office Ray Saehloff. 


Officer Entrott is retiring after 


serving 19 years on the police 
force. He was appointed'on April 
23, 1920, during the administra- 
tion of the late Mayor Palmer Can- 
field, and assumed his duties on 
May 1 of that year.. 


Injured In Accident 


Five years ago while on traffic 


duty Officer Entrott was struck in 
the legs and knocked down by an 
automobilist who failed to stop 
when signaled. A tendon in the 
right leg was injured, from which 
he., never fully recovered.

justice department has been asked 
to decide whether the prevailing 
hourly wage rate can be paid on 
WPA projects started before the 
new relief act became effective 
July 1.

Struck on Right Side 


The sergeant was struck on the 


right side of the head, and Dr. 
Van Gaasbeek said that the force 
of the blow had caused the frac- 
ture on the left side of the head. 


Sergeant Stoudt and Lewis S. 


Sharp, superintendent of the city 
hall, were watching- the ball game 
between the Wiltwycks and the 
Independents, and were seated on 
the top row of the bleachers near 
the third base line. 


Their attention was suddenly at- 


tracted by an object near the 
bleachers, and as they turned to 
look the sergeant was struck on 
the head by a line drive from the 
bat of Steigerwald of the Wilt- 
wycks.

The sergeant suddenly collapsed

All 
sprinkling has been prohibited and 
water for other than strictly do- 
mestic purposes has been banned* 


With Cooper's Lake six feet 


below normal and the city still 
In the grip of the drouth, the 
Board of Water Commissioners 
meeting in special session on 
Thursday afternoon decided to 


i! ruuumii riioto, 
limit the hours for sprinkling to 
two hours a day, instead of four 
hours as at present in an effort 
to conserve water. 


The hours fixed are from 6 un- 


til 8 o'clock In the evening. 
Maynard DeWitt, superintend-

Dickinson Says 


Lansing, Mich., July 21 <*>- 


Gov. Luren D. Dkkinson, who 
roused a iecond storm of contro- 
versy when he quoted Mrs. Elea- 
nor Roosevelt on the temperate 
use of liquor by young -women, 
said last night he had no "thought 
of criticizing" her in his radio 
broadcast. 
The 80-year-old executive made 


that comment after a former gov- 
ernor of Michigan, U. S. Attorney 
General Frank Murphy, had placed 
such a construction on Dickinson's 
address of Wednesday night. 


Murphy, a Democrat, spoke of 


the elderly Republican as "a man 
of integrity" but said his refer- 
ence to the first lady was "in- 
defensible and absolutely unjust." 
"Only a combination of reac- 


tionary politicians and bigots 
could spawn a thing of that kind 
and use him to do it," the attorney 


general said of Gov. Dickinson's 
talk, which was a poitlude to his 
celebrated statement deploring 
"high life" at the 1939 national 
conference of governors. 


"I don't think I had a thought 


of criticizing her," the governor 
explained. "I just merely intend- 
ed it as a quotation; that's all 
there was to it." 
In speaking of the governors' 
conference Dickinson had said he 
saw women drinking without be- 
coming intoxicated and that they 
may have "learned the formula 
advised by a prominent lady of 
our nation," whom he quoted as 
saying shortly before the end of 
prohibition: 


" The average girl of today 


faces the problem of learning very 
young how much she can drink of 
such things as whiskey, gin and 
so forth and sticking to the proper 
quantity.1"

WHAT NEXT IN WPA? 


The WPA strike, except for a few scat- 


tered trouble spots, came to an end soon 
after the President upheld the Department 
of Justice with his statement, "You cannot 
strike against the Government," and the rec- 
ognition of certain labor leaders that the 
WPA strike was a bad mistake. 


The WPA workers who struck in protest 


against the new regulation will get as much 
money as before. The only difference is that 
they will now have to work 130 hours a 
month to get their pay. Formerly there was 
no such provision and it is said that in many 
instances the workers did not labor what 
constitutes one week, in hours as measured 
by union labor, in order to get a month's pay. 
Flagrant abuses naturally arose and it is said 
that some workers taking advantage of Un- 
cle 'Sam's short hours were getting jobs "on 
the side" in private industry, under different 
names, thus drawing wages both from pri- 
vate industry and the government. 


Just what will happen nobody can foretell. 


But when workers strike against private in- 
dustry they cannot hope to win unless they 
have public sympathy with them. If the same 
holds true in the present instance then the 
workers are bound to lose out, because the 
public, so far as it has been informed, is un- 
doubtedly not on the side of the men in the 
WPA strike. If the strikers are to win, then 
Congress must modify the regulations made 
some time ago and see to it that they get full 
pay without working the required number of 
hours. 


WPA workers themselves, however, should 


not be allowed to feel that this public rebuke 
to mistaken tactics is the end of their hope 
and opportunity. Most Americans recognize 
the basic need and justice of relief, and they 
are generally in agreement that the combina- 
tion of relief with self-respecting work — 
which is the underlying idea of WPA—is bet- 
ter than the dole. 


Americans know, too, that methods may 


need revision, practices need correction, and 
that wages and hours and chiselers and 
\\aste and other problems are not yet set- 
tled. All these things must now be tackled, 
honestly and promptly, not by threats and 
strikes and violence, but by argument and 
agreement. Grievances may be voiced by pe- 
titions addressed to Congress or 1o the Ad- 
ministration. Wrongs may be ended by think- 
ing through the situation and applying Intel-' 
ligent, workable remedies. 


perhaps, at a time when jobs for both sexes 
are scarce and hard to get, and there is a 
growing demand to "pass the work around." 
But too many people do not realize the bit- 
ter necessity that drives more and more wo- 
men, whose husbands are not gainfully em- 
ployed, to seek work outside of their homes, 
not only for their own sake but for their 
family's sake. 


It is a problem that would be simpler and 


easier if there were a general return of pros- 
perity. Meanwhile it is hard to lay down gen- 
eral rules in any state, community or busi- 
ness, for fear of doing injustice and, in try- 
ing to solve this problem, creating others. 


WOMEN'S RIGHT TO WORK 


Business and professional women say wo- 


men's right to work for a living is in jeopar- 
dy today in the United States. They took the 
question very seriously at their national con- 
vention in Kansas City. 


A woman attorney pointed out that 20 


state legislatures this year have considered 
bills which in some form or other would re- 
strict the right of married women to employ- 
ment in state service. This movement, she 
sayp. sets a bad example to private business, 
so that it is more inclined to take the same 
attitude about employment in general. 


"Locally," said another speaker, "we find 


married women are being pushed out of em- 
ployment because of public sentiment that 
wives should be taken care of by their hus- 
bands. The public fails to realize that many 
men are employed at such small wages, they 
cannot support their wives."

No doubt this is fine, while it lasts. People 


are in a frame of mind to welcome any sort 
of boom in any line. But we might learn from 
the rise and fall of the last war boom that 
eventual collapse may wipe out most of the 
preceding gains and leave a general economic 
disruption that is fatal to prosperity and a 
menace to civilization itself. The needs of 
normal industry and the creation of con- 
structive wealth should not be neglected for 
the temporary riches of feverish war prep- 
arations.

GALL BLADDER SYMPTOMS 


Physicians going over the records of their pat- 


ents find that from 5 to 10 per cent have gall blad- 
der trouble, and yet it is known that in cxamina- 
.ion after death about two in every three show that 
here has been trouble with the gall bladder. Of 
course, these patients did not die because of their 
gall bladder trouble but the fact that the bile was 
not flowing freely from the gall bladder may have 
jecn partly to blame for their final illness. 


The gall bladder may give trouble m one or two 


vays First, there may be a spasm (preventing flow 
jl bile from gall bladder to intestine) which dis- 
ends the gall bladder. Second, the gall bladder may 
be too weak or lazy to push bile out, and so again 
the gall bladder is distended. 
It is believed that before severe symptoms or 


call bladder trouble appear, the patient has been 
suffering with such symptoms as belching, gas 
pressure occasional nausea, for as long as ten years. 


Gall bladder sufferers are made up of ovcr- 


veiKhts and underweights. The overweight has al- 
vays been a heavy cater, and the underweight, on 
account of so many foods causing belching, pain, 
and nausea, has cut down his food intake so that he 
s almost starving himself. 
. 


A diet for the gall bladder patient who is over- 


weight is suggested by Drs. J. M. Blackford, R. I. 
King and K. R. Sherwood in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association.

Roosevelt's Action on WPA 
Gloucester, Mass., July 21.—I 


am glad that we have had the 
WPA strike. 
I have felt right 


along that it would take some sen- 
sational episode such as this to 
bring the Government to its sen- 
ses on the labor issue. We could 
never have solved our unemploy- 
ment problems so long as the old 
WPA wage rates were in exist- 
ence.

Their monthly 
pay envelope will contain just as 
much money, but they will have 
to work 130 hours per month.

The A. F. of L. also opposes the 


new ruling because they consider 
it is a direct attack on the "caste" 
system of wages used by them for 
years. This system has been one 
of the big reasons why building 
has failed to do its share toward 
recovery and re-employment. A 
special government committee un- 
der Thurman Arnold is now en- 
gaged in a monopoly "hunt" in 
the building industry. 
Personally, 


I think Mr. Arnold will find that 
certain' union wage scales and 
other union policies are largely to 
blame 
for 
exorbitant building 


costs. 


When all is said and done, three 


steps are necessary if we ever ex- 
pect to get rid of the WPA even 
under good business conditions. 
First, we must pay as low a wage 
as possible on WPA in order to 
encourage workers to get into pri- 
vate jobs as soon as private jobs 
are available. Second, chronic re- 
liefers must temporarily be purg- 
ed from the voting lists in order 
to prevent WPA from becoming 
an all powerful political organiza- 
tion. Third, WPA workers must 
be taught to have less children, 
while non-welfare groups must be 
encouraged to have more child- 
ren. Today, it looks as though we 
have made a good start on step 
number one. 


The present labor situation is < 


good illustration of the fact tha 
the Law of Action and Reaction 
works in human relations and in 
economics just as it does in phy- 
sics, astronomy, and other sci 
ences. A few years ago, the pub 
lie rightfully had great sympathy 
for wage workers. However, 
succession of episodes, such as the 
current General Motors and WPA 
strikes, has been swinging the 
pendulum of public opinion away 
from unions. Labor was not given 
as good a "break" as it should 
have had ten years ago. For the 
past three years, it has had too 
much power. Maybe by 1941 or 
1942 we will strike a sensible bal-

It would be Harrisburg to this 


day if Joe Juneau had not sold out 
many of hii holdings in 1882 and be- 
came a wealthy man. Joe wanted 
to retire, but the miners insisted 
that he throw a big celebration first. 
To provide an excuse for one they 
held a meeting and changed the 
name ot the town to Juneau, neg- 
lecting to say that as soon as the 
holiday was over they were going to 
change the name back to Harris- 
burg. 


Joe was so pleased that he made 


a large cash contribution for a blow- 
cut and the festivities lasted so long 
that the miners forgot all about 
changing back the name when the 
celebration was over. Juneau, there- 
fore, has remained Juneau to this 
day. 


Juneau remains the gateway to 


the Yukon and the scenic splendor 
of Alaska. Travelers Journey north 
from there to Skagway, Carcross, 
White Horse and Dawson through a 
district made famous by the poems 
of Robert W. Service and the novels 
of Jack London. 


Peace Memorial Links 


Canada to United States

Beatty, the wild-animal trainer, 
six years ago. It took marriage 
and three years of persuading 
to get him to let her go into the 
cage with his jungle cats. Now, 
with two acts of her own, she 
adds sex appeal to the rest of 
the excitement in his show. All 
in white—silk blouse, shorts, 
leather boots—she works eight 
animals in the cage at once 
(more than any other woman 
ever handled, she says) and 
makes a lion and a tiger, natural 
enemies, ride on an elephant 
that quakes with fear of both. 
Physical strength doesn't count 
in training and working wild 
animals, says 30-year-old Mrs. 
Beatty (pronounced Beety). 
She's five feet tall, weights 102 
pounds. 


"A lot of people don't realize 


how dangerous the animals are. 
it looks so easy. That's why we 
use the blank - cartridge guns 
and whips. They dramatize the 
danger to the audience. The 
chair we hold in front of us is 
re'ally the most 
effective 


weapon we have, and it prob- 
ably looks sorta silly to some 
people. 


"Those animals have only one 


mood when we come near them 
—they'd like to eat us right up. 
They'd rather get Clyde and me 
than anyone around, because 
we are constantly antagonizing 
them, making them bend to our 
will. That's what's important in 
working animals: Never give 
m to them if they want to turn 
the wrong way in their routine. 
Let 'em know who's boss. 


"The greatest danger comes 


when they get into a gang fight. 
You've gotta break it up quick,1 
because it's a big loss if one of 


the animals gets killed or injured. A lion costs us about $500, a 
tiger $1,500. And by the time they're trained, they're worth a lot 
more. 


"I was awfully brave when I first started. Then I saw a-tiger 


killed by a lion one day. It was in Clyde's act. The lion knocked 
the tiger right off her pedestal and just twisted the poor thing to 
death. They almost hit Clyde when they fell. Seeing something 
like that takes the bravery right out of you."

toosevelt said, told him recently 
that failure of Congress to act on 
neutrality was killing the nicest 
little business boom you ever saw. 


Business men, the President as* 


serted, do not want to make com- 
•nitments because they do not 
(now 
what form neutrality legis- 


atlon may take when Congress 
convenes next year. They do not 
want to place orders or take them, 
he said. 


For instance, he said, a news- 


paper owner, not knowing how a 
war might affect his business, 
would hesitate to place an order 
for a new press. At the same 
time, the President said, it would 
take more than a mere crisis to 
impel him to call Congress into a 
special session to come to grips 
with the neutrality problem. 


For several years, he added, 


there 
have 
been 
recurring 


threats which did not eventuate in 
war abroad, and there might be 
another which might not lead to 
ateual conflict. 


But the United States Is not in 


a position to help in a situation 
of that kind, he said, under the 
present neutrality law with its 
arms embargo provision. Mem- 
bers of the senate who conferred 
with him and Secretary Hull Tues- 
day night were fully appraised of 
that fact, he said. 


It was at that conference that 


a decision was reached to abandon 
efforts to obtain immediate pas- 
sage of a neutrality bill without an 
arms embargo section. 


Members of the senate who 


wanted to postpone action, Mr. 
Roosevelt declared, have been 
gambling with the possibility that 
war will not eventuate. 


The chief executive indicated 
that the neutrality controversy 
was closed until congress reas- 
sembles next January, so far as he 
was concerned. Then he went on 
to discuss it at length with news- 
men clustered around his desk in 
the study of his home here. 


He was told that senate isola- 


tionists were predicting he would 
carry the neutrality issue to the 
country on a prospective trip to 
the west coast. 
, 


Mr. Roosevelt wanted to know 


what neutrality issue existed. A 
reporter remarked that the arms 
embargo was the issue and the 
President then asked whether it 
was not closed till next January 
by action of the senate. 


There is and can be no immedi- 


ate issue before the country, he 
amplified, because certain groups 
in the senate precluded any action 
until January. 


He said it should be made per 


fectjy clear, of course, that those 
groups had accepted the respon- 
sibility for withholding action on 
neutrality. 


About all we can do between 


now and January is pray there 
won't be another crisis and praj 
awfully hard, Mr. Roosevelt de 
dared.

Plentiful at Port Ewen 


In contrast with the condition 


at Kerhonkson is the situation at 
Port Ewen where a municipal 
system was recently completed. 
There Superintendent Donald Tin- 
nie reports a plentiful supply de- 
spite the high consumption and 
the wells from which the source 
is pumped are running over with 
an overflow of 12 gallons per 
minute. This overflow runs off 
about 41/" feet above ground where 
an overflow vent permits the wa- 
ter to escape. 
In Port Ewen there are 14y 


residences hooked up to the vil- 
lage system. 
The consumption 


per day is between 75,000 and 100,- 
000 gallons per twenty-four hours, 
an increase of about 20,000 gal- 
lons a day over normal. This is 
caused "by hose use. 
When Port Ewen built its water 


system infiltration wells were 
dug. 
From this supply the water 


is pumped to a storage and pres- 
sure tank south of the village. In 
order to keep the pumps above 
water in times of high water the 
wells were built up several feet 
above ground and the pumps 
mounted 
out 
of danger. 
The 


supply has been so plentiful that 
it became necessary to construct 
an escape vent 41,- feet above 
ground to prevent the water from 
rising to the top of the well and 
flooding the pumps. From this 
vent there is now an excess of 
12 gallons- per minute escaping 
in addition to the water which is 
used by the pumps.
